INTRODUCTION 

This  Prospectus  provides  ACCESS

The  television  schedule  for  school- 
related  programming,  beginning  on 
page  2,  covers  the  period  from  Sept. 

14,  1987,  to  June  17,  1988.  The 
programs  are  broadcast  from  1 1 :00  - 
Noon  and  2:00  - 3:30  p.m.  To  ensure 
that  students  are  able  to  view  all 
programs  in  a series,  a repeat  pattern 
has  been  implemented  at  Christmas, 
Spring  Break,  and  Easter.  Programs 
broadcast  during  a holiday  week  are 
repeated  the  next  week  to  allow  in- 
class  viewing.  For  example, 
programming  broadcast  during  the 
week  of  December  14-18  will  be 
repeated  the  week  of  December  21  - 
25.  Programming  broadcast  during  the 
week  of  December  28  - January  1 will 
be  repeated  the  week  of  January  4 - 8. 

Many  other  video  and  audio 
educational  programs  are  currently 
available  from  the  ACCESS  NETWORK 
Media  Resource  Centre  (MRC).
